There will be 900,000 new ra¬ 
tion books issued throughout Al¬ 
berta between Feb. 19 and Mtarch 
1, from over 500 distributing 
centres organized by, and as¬ 
sociated with thirty-eight Local 
Ration Boards in the province. 
C. G. McKee regional superin¬ 
tendent of rationing lists facts to 
remember when mlaking applica¬ 
tion for new books. 

Check to see that name, address, 
serial number, and age if under 
16 years is stated on postal card 
of ration book 1. 

Although the applicant need not 
personally present his own book 
he must fill out and sign the post¬ 
card at the back. This card should 
not 'be detached and mailed to the 
ration office. This will cause in¬ 
definite delay in receiving book 2, 
and owner would therefore be 
deprived of rationed commodities. 

Present Ration book 1 at distri¬ 
bution centre Antrobus’ office. In¬ 
formation from this book will be 
transcribed to the new books, and 
then both books will be given to 
the owner. 

In remote districts one neigh¬ 
bor may present the books of 
his friends in the community. 
Each book must contain completed 
information. The neighbor receiv¬ 
ing them will be responsible for 
delivering them to the proper per¬ 
sons. 

Families are advised not to en¬ 
trust collection of new ration 
books for the household to child¬ 
ren. Ration books are too valuable 
to be entrusted to children. Where 
rationed commodities are concern¬ 
ed, “Money is no good without 
ration coupons,” states L. B. Un¬ 
win, administrator. 

Persons who are going to be 
out of town when the new ra¬ 
tion books are issued may obtain 
a new book from the distributing 
centre nearest wherever they hap¬ 
pen to be. But in obtaining a new 
book, the old book must be pre¬ 
sented. 

If the move >a temporary, par¬ 
sons over 16 in the household may 
obtain a ration book for the absent 
member of the family.

Coupons Dated in New 
Ration Book 

One convenience provided for 
'"householders shortly to receive 
the new ration book is that due 
dates of coupons are printed on 
the (back of those for sugar, tea 
or coffee. Butter coupons and spare 
coupon's will not be dated. 

There will be 15 pages in the 
new book. One green sheet of tea 
and coffee coupons; one pink sheet 
for sugar; two orchid Sheets for 
butter; four buff sheets of Spare 
“A” coupons; one sheet of blue 
Spare “B” coupons; two sheets of 
grey Spare “C’ coupons; one white 
sheet of instructions in regard to 
the provision of sugar for home 
canning and preserving, one ap¬ 
plication for such extra sugar, one 
return postcard and one change of 
address postcard. 

Coupons in the new book will 
become valid on March 6.

From 1929 to 1942; Funeral

MILITARY CALL-UP 
SINGLE MEN 

The date for the registration of 
single men under the military 
call-up has been extended from 
February 1, to March 1, 1943. The 
single men now required to re¬ 
port ar e those in age classes pre¬ 
viously designated for the call-up, 
bin who were not notified to re¬ 
port for medical examination. Men 
in the Armed Forces are not, of 
course required to register. Single 
men are described in the regula¬ 
tions as including men “Who were, 
on the 15th day of July, 1940, un¬ 
married or widowers without child 
m- children, or have since the said 
day been divorced or judicially 
separated or become widowers 
without child or children.”

SWINE DISEASES 

Common Mange Caused By A Parasite 
Diarrhoea Or Scours \ 

This is the second of a series Of six 
articles by J. L. Millar, V.S., pro¬ 
vincial veterinarian, Regina, dealing 
with the more prevalent hog diseases. 
The remaining articles will appear 
weekly in the following order: En¬ 
teritis; Erysipelas; Worms: Anemia:

Sarceptic or common mange of 
hogs is a contagious disease caused 
by a small almost invisible parasite 
known as a mange mite. These mites 
live in the skin of infested swine, and 
when mange is cnce established in a 
herd it spreads rapidly and is the 
cause of heavy losses to swine 
producers. 

Mange is quite prevalent in parts 
of the United States and not uncom¬ 
mon in this province. Swine suffering 
from mange are unthrifty, lack vital¬ 
ity and are very susceptible to other

The mites pene¬ 
trate through the outer layers of the 
skin, and excavate burrows where 
their eggs are laid. These eggs 
hatch in from three to ten days and 
the ycung mites reach maturity in 
from ten to twelve days, when they 
begin to lay eggs. 

Symptoms: Sarceptic mange of 
hogs may start on any part of the 
body, but In the early stages the dis¬ 
ease usually makes its appearance on 
the head, around the eyes, nose or 
ears. From these parts it spreads 
over the neck and shoulders and along 
the back and sides, finally involving 
the entire body. 

In the early stages small pimples 
are noticed covered by a small crust 
or scab. As the mites increase in 
number larger areas become involved. 
The hair stands erect and finally 
falls out or is rubbed off. The 
affected areas of skin now take on 
a dry scurfy or leather-like appear¬ 
ance, and in seme cases deep cracks 
in the surface of the skin may be 
noticed. Intense itching causes the 
animal to rub and scratch, and the 
affected parts often become raw and 
sore. An offensive odor is frequently 
noticed in old chronic cases. 

The diagnosis of mange can be con¬ 
firmed by scraping the affected area 
i with a dull knife until the blood flows, 

! and sending these scrapings to a 
laboratory for examination for the 
presence of mange mites. 

Mange is more common and spreads I 
more rapidly during the winter I 
months when hogs are closely con-1 
fined. It is spread chiefly by direct 
contact with infected animals.

At the same time, Mr. Churchill 
said, "the destructive power of the 
! U-boat has undergone a steady 
diminution. In the first year of the 
j war the operational U-boat account¬ 
ed for an average of 19 ships, in the 
j second year 12 and in the third 7!4<” 

Mr. Churchill predicted: “We shall 
be definitely better off as far as 
shipping is concerned at the end of 
1943 than now.” 

He did not give specific figures, and 
despite his optimistic picture of U- 
boat warfare he warned: “The losses 
we suffer at sea are very heavy and 
they hamper us and delay our oper¬ 
ations, and thus prolong the war.” 

He declared the enemy cannot avert 
defeat as he hopes by U-boat warfare. 

"U-boat warfare takes first place 
in our thoughts,” he said. “There is 
no need to exaggerate thq dan¬ 
ger of U-boats, or worry our seamen

STICK TO YOUR WAR SAVINGS CERTIFICATES 

No better interest rates are paid on any Canadian 
war financing securities than on War Savings Certifi¬ 
cates, - if you hold them until full maturity. 

They are meant to be held, not cashed. Canada 
promised that it would cash the certificates under cer¬ 
tain circumstances, but this was done to avoid hard¬ 
ship in special cases, not because cashing a Certificate 
before maturity was anything but bad for the owner 
and bad for Canada. 

That promise will be kept of course, as Dominion of 
Canada financial obligations have always been kept, - 
to the letter. But tco many thoughtless owners of 
War Savings Certificates are asking Canada to give 
them back their cash now, - without any good reason, 
except that they want to spend the money and at a 
time when the money is badly wanted to fight the Bat¬ 
tle of Freedom. 

Every person who buys a Certificate does a patriotic 
action, and at the same time gets him. elf a good in¬ 
vestment and a cushion against post-war hard times. 

Every person who cashes in a Certificate unneces¬ 
sarily, does an unpatriotic action, cheats himself of 
part of its value, and weakens the shock absorber 
which may save him from nasty post-war bumps. 

The Certificate for which you pay $4. now, is worth 
$5 if you keep it to maturity. If you cash it in after 
six months you only get $4 for it. Net loss $1! 

And actually you lose more than that, because by 
spending your $4 at present high prices you get less 
value per dollar than you will when prices are back to 
normal. 

Farmers have learned all about the differences in the 
purchasing power of money, by painful experience. 
That is one reason why they are among the least of¬ 
fenders in this matter. The group which shares this 
honor with the farmers is the financial group, the men 
who each year buy the maximum amount of War Sav¬ 
ing Certificates allowed by the regulations. 

The financiers to whom one-tenth of one per cent, 
means a lot of money, - who understand the exact val¬ 
ue of money and interest in terms of what it is really 
worth, hang on to their War Savings Certificates like 
grim death. It is the best paying thing they can find 
in investments. It is so good in fact that in order to pre¬ 
vent them buying huge amounts of War Savings Cer¬ 
tificates instead of Victory Bonds, the government 
limits their purchases to $480 per head, per year. 

PROVINCE SHOULD REDUCE AUTO. LICENCE 

Alberta motorists are following with intense inter¬ 
est the arguments being put forth by the Alberta Mo¬ 
tor Association to the provincial government regarding 
a 50 per cent, reduction in Alberta automobile licenses 
for 1943. The Association gained a powerful ally this 
week when Calgary city council passed a resolution to 
be placed before the provincial government asking for 
a 50 per cent, reduction in auto, licenses. 

Millions of dollars have been paid by the motorists 
of this province into the general fund of the provincial 
treasury and for which they have received very little 
in return in the way of hard-surfaced roads. Now that 
the province’s profit from the liquor traffic will be 
sharply curtailed this year it would appear that the 
supporters of the Alberta motorists have a hard task 
to persuade the government to further reduce current 
revenue. 

Since there will be no hardsurfacing worth mention¬ 
ing in 1943 and little maintenance work done it is only 
fair the motorist be given the break that has long been 
overdue him in the matter of taxation. Champions of 
the motorists' cause would do well to follow Calgary 
city council’s example and petition the provincial govt, 
to reduce by 50 per cent, the 1943 auto, licenses.

EMPLOYER’S REPORT 

Francis J. Lote, manager of the 
local Employment and Selective 
Service Office, pointed out that 
last Saturday, February 6, was 
the deadline for the special re¬ 
ports employers are required to 
turn in to National Selective Ser¬ 
vice offices. These reports cover 
a classification of the employees 
of each company, firm or busi¬ 
ness as at January 30. Mr, Lote 
states that employers who have 
not made reports up to this time, 
must do so at once. The reports, 
required under order of Hon. 
Humphrey Mitchell, Minister of 
Labour, are very necessary for 
planning of manpower distribu¬ 
tion in the next several months. 

iMr. A. MacNamara, director of 
National 'Selective Service, points 
out that each and every employ¬ 
er (except farmers and household¬ 
ers employing domestic help) must 
make the return, regardless of the 
number of their employees. The 
Director also states that some 
early returns received omit office 
and executive employees in the 
entries: all employees should be 
included. Also, some reports fail 
to forecast probable working staffs 
at April 30. These figures, too, 
must be given. Please follow in¬ 
structions contained in letter sent 
fr.om Ottawa. At present there 
are 40 delinquent employers iu 
the Blairmore area. 


A weekly newspaper is the 
mirror of community activities.

Benefit Exhibition Hockey 


During t)he later part of Jan¬ 
uary the local Lions’ clulb, believing 
that the citizens of Coleman would 
appreciate a good brand of exhi¬ 
bition hockey at the local arena 
since no senior or. intermediate 
hockey was .being played in the 
Pass, took steps to investigate the 
possibility of bringing two out¬ 
standing teams to our town with 
the thought that this would be a 
service to the community and at 
the same time would assist in the 
local and national war charities 
funds, which have been receiving 
the support of the local service 
club. 

It was planned to correspond 
with the C'algary Buffaloes and 
the Lethbridge Bombers with the 
hope that these two teams could 
arrange to meet at our local arena 
at a minimum of expense in aid of 
the Lions -British Child War Vic¬ 
tims Fund and the Coleman Air 
Cadets Fund. It might be explain¬ 
ed here that before Ottawa would 
consider the organization of a 
squadron of the Air Cadets in 
the Pass it was necessary for 
some reliable organization to as¬ 
sume responsibility, and on re¬ 
quest the local Lions club guaran¬ 
teed to become responsible to the 
department of militia at Ottawa 
for the iSummit [Squadron No. 73 
of the Air Cadets of Coleman. 
This if course entails a definite 
financial obligation from time to 


time requiring a supplementing of 
cadet funds. * 

In reply to our correspondence 
the CaJlgary Buffaloes very cordi¬ 
ally agreed to come at a minimum 
of expense. The Lethbridge Bomb¬ 
ers, having a full league schedule 
for the whole of February could 
not give any definite reply, though 
very ready, if a date offered it¬ 
self, to participate in an exhibi¬ 
tion benefit game for war chari- . 
ties. The Lions Clulb then turned 
to Kimlberiey and made a bid for 
the Dynamiters to oppose the 
Buffaloes, but their guarantee was 
prohibitive for the club to risk. 
Then having been assured of the 
co-operation of the local arena 
management the club turned to 
the local intermediate hockey 
players, who were most gracious 
in their whole-hearted co-opera- 
tioon in icing a Pass team at 
the very minimum of cost. 

So after some negotiation bhe 
exhibition hockey game for war 
charities was brought to the local 
arena, on Saturday, February 13, 
and though there was some disap¬ 
pointment on the part of the 
Coleman Lions’ Club as well as 
the citizens of the town that some 
of the Buffalo stars, whom we 
fully expected to see again in 
action, were not with the tdam r y 
it must be remembered that the 
local sponsors of the benefit 
game were in no way respon¬ 


sible. Then unfortunately the 
weather conditions complicated 
matters still more, and the Cole¬ 
man Clulb found ftself up against 
difficulties a-plenty. However the 
ice of the arena held up well and 
the exhibition game was a de¬ 
light to the fair crowd of citizens 
who saw the 'game. The All-Star 
team of the Pass gave us a fine 
brand of hockey when it was con¬ 
sidered they had onlly a week to 
prepare for the contest, and they 
proved too strong and too fast for 
the short handed Buffaloes who 
matched them stride for stride 
during the first two period^, 
and the final Count read 8-4 for 
the All-stars. 

Though the game was put 
on under difficult conditions, the 
club had the closest co-operation 
on the part of the local All-star 
team, the rink management, Bill 
Gate, who officiated at the game 
to the satisfaction of all, J. V. 
McDougall of Blairmere, the chief 
time-keeper, the Grand Union 
management and other citizens of 
town who gave gracious assistance 
at the game Saturday night. To 
all those and those who patronized 
the Benefit Exhibition game the 
Coleman Lions’ Glufo wish to con¬ 
vey their deep appreciation. 

The pinch comes of course in 
that the game didn’t prove much 
of a financial benefit, and for the 
information of the public the 
Lions’ Club wishes to give a de¬ 
finite accounting of the project as 
follows:

Complete Utilization of Canada's Manpower 
and Womanpower is Essential to Victory 

National Selective Service Civilian Regulations aim at complete 
utilization of manpower and womanpower. Workers and employers 
are urged to assist the war effort by carrying them out. All civilian 
regulations have been consolidated and revised, main features 
now being as follows:— 


COVERAGE 

Employees Regulations cover persons oi 
either sex from 16 to 64 years old, except— 
provincial employees; armed services; and those 
in fishing, fish processing, hunting, trapping; 
clergymen; nurses; school teachers; domestic 
servants; students working after school; em¬ 
ployees in respect of part-time employment; and 
any one employed for 3 days or less in a 
calendar week. Agricultural workers are covered 
by special provisions, not by the general pro¬ 
visions as also are “technical personnel.” 

Employers: Any person, firm or other em 
ployers, with one or more “covered” employees 
EMPLOYERS MUST— 

(a) Refrain from dicussing employment with 
a prospective employee unless under permit; 
(b) notify the nearest employment office of 
additional employees needed; (c) secure permis¬ 
sion from an employment office to advertise for 
worker®; (d) notify the employment office of 
intention to discharge or lay off employees, or 
to retain employees when not required; (e) give 
employees 7 days’ notice unless a Selective 
Service Officer permits a reduction, or unless in 
the building construction industry: (7 days’ 
notice is not required unless an employee has 
already been employed for one month, or after 
fire, explosion or other calamity, or on termina¬ 
tion of work by weather. Whether preceded by 
7 days’ notice or not, separation from employ¬ 
ment requires written notice). 

EMPLOYEE? MUST- 

(a) Register for work at the nearest employ 
ment office if out of work 7 days (full-time 
students, housewives and clergy are not in¬ 
cluded); (b) secure permit from a Selective 
Service Officer if going to look for work; (c) re¬ 
frain from advertising for a job unless Selective 
Service Officer approves; (d) give 7 days’ notice 
if wishing to quit a job, unless authorized by 
Selective Service Officer to give less notice 


(separation form, but not 7 days’ notice required 
if in building construction or joining the forces). 

AGRICULTURAL WORKERS 

are covered by special provisions. Persons re¬ 
garded as “workers in agriculture” may accept 
employment outside that industry to a maxi¬ 
mum of 60 days within a calendar year without 
permit, but only outside urban municipalities 
of over 5,000 population: otherwise, agricultural 
workers must secure a Selective Service Permit. 
TECHNICAL PERSONNEL 
may only accept employment under special 
permit. B 

LABOUR EXIT PERMITS 

are required to work outside Canada. 
PENALTIES AND APPEALS 

Penalties are provided for non-compliance 
with Regulations or orders issued thereunder. 
Appeals against directions may be made to a 
Court of Referees. 

NATIONAL SELECTIVE SERVICE 
OFFICERS ARE AUTHORIZED TO— 
(a) Give persons unemployed for 7 days, or 
on part-time for 14 days, direction to accept 
work; (b) exercise discretion in issuing permits 
to seek work; (c) authorize employed persons 
to transfer to more essential work, and subse¬ 
quently to be reinstated in original employ¬ 
ment; (d) reduce the 7 days’ notice period con¬ 
sistent with Regulations. 

THE MINISTER OF LABOUR 
IS AUTHORIZED TO— 

(a) require a person in an age class subject 
to military call-up to accept employment; (b) 
require employers to release male persons failing 
to furnish evidence of not contravening military 
call-up; (c) authorize payment of transportation 
and special allowances in some cases; (d) 
authorize anyone to leave employment to take

Plan Has Worked 


Subsidies Paid To Protect Prices 
Ceiling Worth The Money 

From the end of March last year 
to the present time, according to a 
House of Commons return, the prices 
board has paid out $50,000,000 in 
subsidies to protect its prices "ceil¬ 
ing”. 

This looks like a lot of money; a 
lot of money, at any rate, to protect 
a ceiling. Actually, it is but a baga¬ 
telle in comparison with what the j 
people of Canada would have had to j 
pay out if there had been no prices J 
ceiling. 

A jump of one point in the cost! 
of living index means roughly $30.- 
000,000 out of the pockets of Cana-1 
dian consumers. Therefore, if we j 
were without a prices ceiling and the I 
cost of living had gone up, say, four' 
points (which would not have been * 
extraordinary) what we would have 
| paid would not have been $50,000,000, 
but $120,000,000. If, as would not 
j have been impossible, the jump in the 
cost of living reached 10 points (it 
has gone up that fast in some other 
countries) our bill would be $300,000,- 
000 . 

| The truth is that a prices ceiling 
in Canada has worked. It has not 
worked as easily as its authors 
hoped it would; has brought a lot of 
grief and difficulty; but it has kept 
prices down and inflation away—per¬ 
haps saved all of us from a major 
economic disaster.—The Ottawa Jour-

YOUR BAKER'S 
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Gasoline Rationing Plan Goes into Effect 
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O N MARCH 31 the present gasoline 
ration licenses and coupons will ex¬ 
pire, and no gasoline will be sold except upon 
the presentation of a 1943-1944 ration book. 

In his own interests, every vehicle owner is 
asked to apply at once for a new gasoline 
license and ration coupon book for each of 
his vehicles. 

Under the new system, effective April 1, all 
commercial vehicles will be rationed. All non¬ 
commercial vehicles will be granted a basic 
“AA” gasoline license and ration coupon 
book, containing 40 coupons for a passenger 
car, or 16 for a motorcycle. Owners of non¬ 
commercial vehicles eligible for a special 
category, who can prove their need, will 
be granted an extra vocational allowance, 
fixed in advance for the year ending 
March 31,1944. 

The extra allowance for a special category 
car will be tailored to meet individual needs. 
In determining this allowance the pre¬ 
vious category and mileage of the car will 
not be considered. Instead the vocational 
allowance will be based on two factors: 
(l) The gravity of the oil shortage with which 
Canada is faced, and (2) the importance of 
the vehicle to its owner in a country at war 


The extra vocational coupons will be issued 
in books labelled “Special”, and each such 
book will contain not more than 60 coupons-. 
Only one “Special” book, or portion of such 
book, will be issued at a time, and hence the 
case history of each special category applicant 
will be under constant review. 

Under provisions of the rationing order, 
the Oil Controller will have the right to re¬ 
fuse any application for a special category, or 
to suspend any ration book for an infraction 
}f the regulations. 

Every motor vehicle, other than a motor- 
:ycle, must bear on its windshield a sticker 
indicating its category. After April 1, service 
station attendants will not be permitted to 
serve gasoline to a car which does not bear 
the sticker which corresponds to the ration 
book submitted at the time of the purchase. 

To obtain a gasoline license and ration 
coupon book, secure an application form at 
your nearest Post Office. Study the form and 
follow the instructions contained therein. 

When you receive your ration coupon book, 
guard it carefully. It may not be replaced if, 
because of your negligence, it is lost or 
stolen. Do not leave it in your car; keep it 
on your person at all times.
